**  It  consists  of  2700  individual  cut/fitted  pieces  of 
gemstone  material  as  follows: 

Background  —  White  Jade 

Face/Lips   —  Mostly  Jasper  -  (2  types) 
Brazilian  agate  (sard) 

Hair/Beard  —  Mostly  Petrified  Wood  -  (3  types) 

Coat  —  Black  Jade 

Shirt  —  White  Agate 

Tie  —  Green  Jade 

Eyes  —  Blue/gray  Agate  and  Datolite 


ALL  pieces  were  cut/fitted  by  use  of  a  slabbing  saw, 
6  inch  diamond  saw,  1x8  inch  grinding  wheel,  a  small 
diamond  drill,  and  NO  stones  were  put  on  a  dop  stick, 
but  held  in  the  fingers. 
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
